The question is frequently awh­ 
eel why men receive better wages 
than women for doing the same 
kind of work. 
On the surface it 
seems unfair that this condition 
should exist. 
But there are cer­ 
tain economic reasons that are res­ 
ponsible for this condition, just as 
there are for all other conditions 
that may seem strange. The chief 
reason that men get better pay is 
that when they accept employment 
they expect it to be 
permanent, 
and work with this in view. 
On 
the contrary women as a rule are 
working only temporarily. 
Soon­ 
er or later they expect to get mar­ 
ried or quit work as soon as they 
have saved up ample competence. 
The mobility of female*~labor tends 
to keep down the salaries of wom­ 
en and girls as an employer often 
loses on his employees the first 
few weeks or months. 
It often 
costs more to teach 
them 
than 
they produce. Another reason for 
the prevailing condition is that 
men are stronger than women phy­ 
sically and can endure more hard­ 
ships that might arise 
in 
busy 
times. 
Again, the man is looked 
upon as the head of the hooka and 
the bread-winner and the physiol­ 
ogy of this fact boosts his salary. 
These economic reasons cause men 
to receive 
better 
salaries 
and 
wages than women for the 
kind of work.

The habit of following the line 
of least resistance in our talking 
and writing 
soon 
permeates all 
other metnal efforts and we be­ 
come dull and stupid.

We do not mean to ques­ 
tion the wisdom of such moves, 
but we do think it is unfortunate 
for a man whose training has been 
on the farm to have to turn, be­ 
cause of unsatisfactory conditions, 
to other business for which there 
has been no special training.

culture is the basic industry and 
must be made to carry on, if civil­ 
ization itself is to survive. 
There 
are, of course, re-adjustments to 
be made before the educational, 
social and economic conditions of 
the farm are to become satisfac­ 
tory, but that day is sure to come 
and the ownership of farm land, 
properly 
managed, 
will prove a 
good investment to the man with 
courage and vision.

Using Crop Rotation. 
J. J. Holik of the Smetana com­ 
munity, is carrying on a crop ro­ 
tation plan on his farm, results 
already demonstrating the wisdom 
of his course. 
A portion of his 
land is sown to cow 
peas to be 
turned under. 
He alternates his 
corn with a row of peas, this corn 
land to be planted to cotton, which 
is fertilized. 
Mr. Holik is also 
trying out Laredo soy beans as al 
substitute for cow peas to im -1 
prove soil fertility by the addition j 
of nitrogen and humus. 
The soy 
beans, planted side by side with 
the cow peas, are more than waist 
high while the peas are not more 
than, a foot hig|h and of poor 
foliage. Mr. Holik’s yields, follow­ 
ing the rotation, are twice as much 
as on land where no rotation is 
followed. 
He is also sold on Sur- 
cropper corn as being the most de­ 
pendable for this section.
